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Immense Volumwne of Talk Marked 


Record Session of Parliament 
Which Closed Today. 


Ottawa, July 26—-In at least on 
thing the fourth eession of the tenth 
parliament of Canada has established 
areeord. It has been the longest ses- 

“sion since confederation, having last- 
ed 244 days or nearly three-quarters of 
a year, thus beating the previous re- 
cord of 1903 by seven days. The num- 
ber of columns of Hansard turned out 
also breake the record, the total run- 
ning over 14,000 pages. It may be a 
debatable point as to whether in’ re- 
turn for this immense volume of talk 
the country has had adequate return 
in the shape oc practical legislation. 
Much of the speechifying was of course 
due to the jiaet that for practically 
three months of the session there was 
almost continuous obstruction of the 
real business of parliament by the 
opposition. 

The fact that it was widely believed 
that this was to be the last session 
of tlie present parliament was also 
responsible for the pouring of an im- 
Mense stream of campaign literature 
into Hensard, the time consumed in 
the process aggregating probably at 
least one-third of the whole session. 
The actual business transacted was in 
a large measure compressed into the 
final six weeka when parliament 
worked hard and steadily, morning, 
afternoon and night, on an average 
of rom ten to twelve hours per day. 

Mass of Important Legislation. 

In the matter of the amount and 
Importance of the legislation actually 
passed the session just closed must 
rank as one of the most important of 
the Laurier regime, Over a score of 
government measures of large import- 
ance to the whole country were put 
through and the private bill legisla- 
tion, especially in re i to railways, 
was unusually heavy. Practically ev- 
ery inember of the government intro- 
duced two or three large items for 
the consideration of pariiament. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier throughout was in 
charge of the deily proceedings in the 
House and ‘is physical endurance in 
Withstanding so well the tremendous 
strain of a trying and arduous ses- 
sion without being compelled to be 
absent for # single day through ill 
Ness, Was one oe the remarkable feat- 
ures of the whole seseion. He per- 
sonally introduced two of the most im- 
portant resolutions which cam up 
for the, consideration of the n ibers, 
namély, those providing for the ex- 
tension of the boundaries of Manitoba, 
Ontario gnd Quebee and empowering 
the government to enter into hegotia- 
tions with the goveriitient of. Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand with a’ view 
to brmging about a epeedy consumima- 
tion of the all red route project, both 
of which carried and promise results 
of far-reaching importance to the tut- 
ure of the Dominion. In practically 
every other bit of important legisla- 
tion which came before the House the 
premier also interested himself, 

Mr. Fielding's Hard Work, 

Hon, Mr. Fielding, as the premicr’s 
firet lieutenant in the House, also as- 
sumed # large share of the ministerial 
responsibility and burdens, He piloted 
the Franco--Cenadian treaty through 
the Commons and the proot of his ar- 
gument that Canada was getting in the 
hew convention a splendid bargain is 
evidenced in the fact that the French 
senate is now withholding ratification 
on the grounds that Canada is getting 
an undue advantage. Mr. Fielding 
Was aleo sponsor for the new insur- 
ange Hill, the final passage of whieh 
is deft over till next session peading 
{he working out of certain amend- 
ments which the evidence taken be- 
fore the special committee showed to 
be necessary. Other bills Which are 
to be placed to his credit are the am- 
endments to the Bank act providing 
for the expansion of the note circula- 
tion daring the crop movement period, 
the bill providing tor government old 
age annuities and the bill extending 
and iuereasing the lead bounties for 
aterm 0. five years, Hon, Mr. Field. 
ing’s piece dle resistance was the new 
civil service bill, taking the service 
wut of polities, placing it under the su- 
pervision of an independent comumis- 
ston of two, providing for appoint- 
Mente and promotions on merit. by 
competitive examinations and reorgale- 
iaing the service generally. The bill as 
it affects the inside serveie will come 
iiity effect on September | and the 
outside serviee will be brought under 
its provisions by proclamation at come 
later date, 

The minister of agriculture also put 
through the House ecole important 
aihendiments designed to improve the 
working of the pure food inspection 
acl of last session. 

Father of Election Bill, 

Hou. A. B, Aylesworth bore the brunt 
ot the devate on the now famous elee- 
tion bill aud added materially to hos 
reputation in the House as one of the 
mest cogent and lueid debaters in Can- 
ada, Ot the etory of the eleetion bill 
and its stormy three months passage 
through the Comuions, little need 
here be said, One of the ebie? results 
of the two mouths’ deadlock arising 
over the bill and the consequent stop- 
page of supplies to the embarrassment 
of the whole civil service and the mia- 
chinery of gevernment throughout 
Canada, was the agitation for the adop- 
tion of some form of closure. It is 
generally admitted that the moral of 
the present ses-fon will be applied in 
the near future ip an gaimendment to 
the rules of procedure, 50 as to prevent 
a recurrence of the spectacle present- 


ed during the session just closed. Am if

Graham Made Good. 
Hou, George Po Graham, the new 
minister of railways and canals,achiey 
eda splendid reputation for himself

Two of the 
most important bills of the session 
Were cntrusted to him, namely the bill 
reorganizing and enlarging the seope 
of the railway commission by adding 
three commissioners to the board and 
placing telephone and telegraph lines 
under ite jurisdiction, and the bill 
providing for the reconstraction of the 
Quebee bridge under the supervision 
ot the National Trafiscontinental Rail- 
Way Comission. 

Hon, Dr. Pugsley aleo came through 
the session with flying colors. The re- 
port of the Georgiah bay canal eur- 
vey which he brought down, showing 
that the canal is feasible and can be 
constructed dor a vost of about $100,- 
000,000, provides one of the most im- 
portant subjects dor legislation for an 
ensuing session. Dr. Pugsley had 
charge of seteral hundreds of items in 
estimates and piloted them throug: 
the House in a way which reflected 
great credit updn the thorough manner 
in which he has mastered the work- 
ings ef his department during his 
short tenare of office.

OFFER TO PURCHASE 
STREET RAILWAY 


Montreat Engineering Company, Oper- 
afors of Many Railways, Will 
Make Pisposition To Edmonton 
Council—Same Company Is Ap- 
plying For Franchise in Calgary. 


A proposition will be laid before 
Mayor MeDougall this afternoon for 
subinission to the erty eouneil for the 
purchase of that portion of the Ked- 
inonton etreet railway system already 
constructed in the city, and for a 25- 
year tranchise for the completion of 
construction and the operation of the 
line, ‘This proposal will come from 
RT. D. Aikens, of Montreal, repre- 
sentative of the Montreal Engineering 
Company, who is at present in the 
city, a guest at the Windsor hotel, 

Mr. Aitken has been in Calgary for 
past few weeks negotiating with that 
city for a 25 year franchise for the 
construction and operation of a street 
railway system, He has made pro- 
posals which are now being considered 
by the city couneil, The chief diffi- 
culty in the south is over the term 
of the franchise, The compony are 
asking for a 25 year franchise, while 
the city only want to give a 15 year 
franchise, 

While Mr. Aitken was not prepared 
to state this morning the exact terms 
of the prgposal he would make to the 
Mayor, it is understood that there 
may be several modifications of the 
Calgary offer in view of the fact that 
a jarge portion of the street railway 
lines in the city are already construct 
ed, and that the city are planning to 
operate the line themselves this fall, 


City Is Independent. 

As the results of the recent investi- 
gations made by Mayor McDougall in- 
to the cost of putting the street rail- 
way in such state that it can bé sue- 
cessfully operated, and his discovery 
that it can be run at a profit at a 
slightly larger expenditure than what 
has «lready been made, there is little 
probability that an offer to purchas« 
at the present time will be entertafied 
by the city. Mayor MeDougall this 
morning, whey secn with referenee fo 
the probable offer of Mr, Aitkins, said 
there w litthe Tikelihood of its being 
considered seriously Several offers 
have already been made, but as noth- 
ing definite was put forward they will 
likely fall through, ¢ 

Operate Many Lines. 

Regarding the responsibility of his 
cotipany, Mr, Aitkens stated that they 
were in a position to finance all theig 
own projects, and the members were 
largely Montreal financiers, They 
were at present operating the Porto 
Rico Railway company ,under a 99 
year franchise, the Camaguey com- 
pany, Ltd., under a 60-year franchise ; 
the Demara Electric company @t 
Geor yn, Demara, under a 40-year 
franchise; and the Trinidad Electric 
company of Trinidad, where the com- 
pany had segured a perpetual franch- 
ise. <A lighting and power plant i 
also operated in Dartmouth, N,8., the 
total mileage operated being in the 
neighborhood of sixty 

The chief engineer of this company 
is Fred W. Teele, who occupied a like 


position with the Béston elevated rail- 


way for’some six or seven years,

Hon. Geo. E. Foster Takes Palm for 
Loquacity—-Huuse Prorogued 
At Noon Today. 


Ottawa, duly 20.—The last orders 
and the end of the order paper of the 
House of Commons were finally clears 
ed off at Saturday's sitting of the 
House and at 11.20 p.m., the weary 
handiu) of members who remained jot 
the final clearance of an exceptionally 
heavy sessional agenda adjourned un- 
til the final seene of prorogation by 
the deputy governor, Sir Charles Fitz- 
patrick at noon to-day. Mr. Foster as 
usual had numerous speeches to make 
during the course of the day, and to 
the end lived up to his reputation as 
the chief obstructionist and most. lo- 
quacious member of the House of 
Commons, 

Foster Takes Palm. 

An illuminative analysis of the space 
taken up in Hansard by the various 
members wae given just. before ad. 
journment by Mr, J. B. Kennedy, Lib- 
eral member for New Westminster, 
nd the result of this analysis gives 
the palm for loquacity to Mr. Foster, 
who has easily distanced all competi- 
tors during the session, Of a total of 
some 8,700 Hansard columns for the 
session, the Opposition members 
poured forth 4,640, and the govern- 
ment members a little over 4,000, al 
though nearly twice as numerous as 
the Opposition members, Mr, Foster 
with 624 colmuns tops the list, being 
about 50 per cent, more loquacious 
than his nominal leader, Mr. Borden. 
Sir Wilitrid Laurier was able to get 
in only about one word to Mr. Foster's 
three, 


The Longest Speech. 

Dr, Roche (Conservative member for 
Marquette), is credited with the long- 
est speech of the session, his deliver- 
anee on the Election Bul occupying 
63 columns and costing for printing 
alone over $150 Mr, Foster's print- 
ing bill, which the country foots, is 
over $3,000, 

Saturday evening the House passed 
a resolution authorizing the payment 
of counsel for Major Hodgins and th. 
N.T.R, commissioners for serviees in 
connection with the Hlodgins inquiry, 

The Commons concurred in the Sen- 
ate amendments to the civil service 
and land bills, Hon, Mr, Oliver prom- 
ising R, 8, Lake to meet the expected 
rush when the letter bill came into 
operation— And amendments to the 
bi prohibiting the manufacture and 
ale of opium. 

The Opposition leader was informed 
by Hon. Mr, Fielding that for some 
time there was doubt whether Switzer- 
land was included in the “favored na- 
tions.” It was, but he did not think 
that had misled the French govern- 
ment as their departments would not 
depend on Canada for information, 
It was a situation for whieh no one, 
upparently, was to blame 

J, B. Kennedy (Liberal, New West- 
mninster), read statistics as tu the 
quantity of speech making this session 
finding the Opposition had done more 
than Government members, although 
numerically half as great 

Foster's Unusual Criticism. 

Flon, G, EB. Foster assailed the min- 
ister of militia for contracting for 
52,000 bayonets at $5.25, and for pur- 
chasing an addition to the Niagara 
rifle range without the sanetion of 
Parlinment, A wordy duel ensued, 
the minister maintaining the criticism 
Was unnecessary and unusual, Mr. 
Foster himself had spent a million in 
Britain for arms without the sanetion 
of Parliament, There was the annual 
grent for arms and money to come 
out of this vote. With regard to Brit- 
ain and the United States having 
cheaper bayonets) they were — both

CUSTOM REGULATIONS FOR 
IMPORTED STOCK. 

Gn July Ist there came into effect 
new regulations regarding the custom 
entiy ot animals imported into Canada 
for the improvement of steck. Here- 
tofore all certificates of regietratiou 
which were apparently genuine were 
accepted by custom officers for the pur- 
pose of free entry, Under 
regulations either a Canadian certifi- 
eate of registration or an import cer- 
tificate as the case maw be must be 
presented. 

Canadian certificates of registration 
must be presented at the port of entry 
for the following breeds :— 

Cattle—Shorthorn, Ayrehire, Here- 
ford, French-Canadian, Galloway, Ab- 
erdeen-Angus, Red Polled, Jersey, Hol- 
stein and Guernsey. 

Horees—Clydesdale, Hackney, Shire, 
Percheron, Thoroughbred, Belgian and 
French-Canadian. 

Ponies—Shetland, Welsh, New For- 
eet, polo and riding, Exmoor, Conne- 
inara and Hackney. 

Swine—-Yorkshire, Berkshire, Tam- 
worth, Chester-White, Poland China, 
Duroe-Jersey, Eseex and Victoria. 

Sheep—Shropshire, Lincoln, Oxford 
Down, Dorset, Southdown, Hampshire 
und Leicester. 

The Canadian records for all above 
mentioned breeds with the exception 
o. that for Holstein cattle are con- 
dueted under the Canadian nationa! 
eystem, Ottawa. The Holstein record 
ix located at St. George, Ont. In mak- 
ing application for the registration of 
an imported animal the foreign certi- 
ficate of registration in addition to the 
usual application must be forwarded. 

There are from time to time animals 
imported inte Canada of breeds for 
which there are no Canadian records, 
but which are recorded in books of 
record of recognized foreign associa- 
tions. To eecure free customs entry 
for an animal so recorded it is neces- 
eury to forward to the Canadian Na- 


tional Records, Ottawa, the foreign 
certificate of registration. The ae- 
countant of the Canadian National 
Records will retarn to the importer 
the foreign certificate to whieh will 
be aliached an import crstificate 
which will be authority to che cus-

TABRIZ IN HANDS OF 
THE REVOLUTIONISTS 


Shah Has Failed (6 Assert Royalist

Teheran, July 20.—Tabriz is now in 
the hands of the fevolutionists with 
the exception of one quarter. Th 
withdrawal of Rachin Khans’ horse 
men from occupation of the town — is 
heralded as the failure of the Shah's 
endtavor to assert Royalist supre- 
macy.
